Wasuixoton, Feb. 11.— The ■Repub- 
lican nieiubcrs of the ways and means 
committee who arc working on the tarid' 
bill agreed to-day to reatori' tho IMcKiii- 
ley duty on letul ores. Tho McKinley 
rate ie l)o cents per pound while tho 
present duty is % cents. It was decided 
also to change the law dealing with the 
assaying of imported lend ores, and in- 
stead of having them asBiiyed at tho port 
of entry to admit them under bond and 
have them assayed at the ofUce nearest 
tlieir dostiiinlion. Copper, braas, gold and 
silver were also restored to tho rates ol 
the McKinley law, which are 35 per 
cent, ad valorem on copper, 1'^; cents a 
pound on brass, and 35 per cent, ad val- 
orem on gold and silver. The committee 
also diepoaed of a number of items, 
among them the manufactures of iron 
and Bteel, by Riving them epocific rates 
equivalent to the present ad valorem 
duties on them. This listincludeanaila, 
spikes, tacks, needles, horBe-Bhces, nuts 
and washers, braids, .rivets, " engraved 
steel plates, saws, screws and 'umbrella 
ribs. 



Athens, Feb. 11.— Later advices from 
Canea show six Christians have been 
killed or \rounded in fighting round the 
convent of ChriBophyghi,near Cant a, and 
ten Mussulmans have bt^en killed. 

A fresh flotilla of four more tor])eilo 
boats is held in readiness to sail for Crete 
and reinfornements of troops are being 
hurriedly dispatched to the frontier. 
The departure of Prince George with the 
first torpedo flotilla has aroused the 
greatest enthusiasm in the provinces as 
well its in thia city. t'atriotic denion- 
stratioiis are taking place in all parts of 
G reece. The chamber has voted half a 
million drachmas to aid the Cretan 
rt'fngeea. 

It is said that Prince George hiis or- 
ders to prevent the landing of any Turk- 
ish troops on' that island. The iightiiig 
at Kissamo, where the Mohammedan in- 
habitants were besieged in tlieir hoiiees 
for several days, was desperate. Thirty 
Christiana and one hundred Mohamme- 
dans were killed, and lighting, it is re- 
ported, is Btill i^roceeding about the 
convent of, Obrysophgyi, near Canea. 
The insurgent leaders are now assem- 
bled for a conference. It is understood 
that a constitution and a provisory gov- 
ernment here will bn promulgated. It 
is afiserted that M. Diniitrqll', tho Bul- 
garian diiilouiatic agent, has been en- 
trusted with tiie specific mission to ne- 
gotiate an agreement between Bulgaria 
and Greece for combined action in 
Macedonia. 

Canea, Feb. 11.— A band of Moham- 
medan families, wliich had been permit- 
ted to leave here under agreemoiit with 
the Christians, while proceeding to 
lieraklion escorted by troops, were at- 
tacked by the Christians and eun'ered 
considerable loss. 

KoMU, Feb. 11. — King Humbert this 
afternoon conferred with Admiral Cane- 
vara, who is to command the Italian 
.Hiiuadron destined for Crete. "Admiral 
Canevara received instructions from the 
Ivingas to the course to bo pursued 
upon his arrival at Canea. 

Lo.s-DON, Feb. 11.— A dispatch to the 
Times from Athens says the central 
-'comtnittec is preparing io support the 
Cretans witlt arms, ammunition and 
supplies on a great scale. Tho first in- 
stalment, it is added, sailed on Wed- 
nesday with fiOO armed Cretans. The 
dispatch concludes with the remark: 
" It is possible that a direct (;oliieiim 
will occur between the Greek and Turk- 
ish forces." 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from 
Vienna saya all the powers have advised 
Greece not to precipitate matters in 
Crete and to avoid anything likely to 
lead to a rnpture with Turkey. They 
have also intimated, unofficially, that 
the time would inevitably come_ when 
Greece will get jjossession of the island. 

A dispatch to the Times from Constan- 
tinople says: "The I'orte has wired 
the Turkish amhasHudors in the diller- 
ent c.Duntriea to protest etrongly to the 
powers in tho matter of the result, of 
their intervention in Cretan ali'aiiH, and 
to especially call their attention lo the 
present attitude of Greece. 

An.xietv is felt over the outbreak of 
the young Turks. Tho fall of prices on 
the Galata bourse continues. Oflicial 
embassies on .Sunday received copies of 
a manifesto from the young Turks party 
declaring that they bad decided to have 
recourse to force. Numbersol fly Bheets 
denouncing the present government have 
been found on the streets of Stiimboul. 
'Phe Russian embassy has written the 
I'orte pointing out the necessity of pre- 
venting iin outbreak which imperils the 
iiitegi-ity of Turkey. This action of the 
KiiHsian" amhiii aiKhn- hiia iniproBsed itself 
on dijiloiiialie circles, cHpecially in view 
of the niival jireparations at OdeB'-:a. 

The riill Mall (iiizetle this afternoon 
saya: " There is rea-on to believe tlie 
go'vorniuent of Great Britain legnrds the 
aispatch of tho Greek llotilla to Crete as 
a very aoritsjis matter and likely to in- 
volve the gravest consequenceB," adding, 
" no intimation of the intentions of 
Greece were conveyed to any of the 
powers and preparations to carry them 
into ellect were carefully kept secret. It 
may be confidently expected that the 
Marquis of Salisbury will adopt a very 
firm attitude and that immediate and 
vigorous steps will be taken to neutralize 
the ellect of Greece's action." 

The parliamentary Eocretary of foreign 
allairs, Mr. Cur;',on, answering a tiuea- 
tion in the House of Commons concern- 
sngthe trouble in Crete, said the Britjsh 
consular reports showed there were 701) 
Christians on the lieights at Hal pa and 
an unknown number westward, lie 
added that the general tenor of the re- 
ports indicates that tho Chriatinns in 
that district are rather the assailants 
than the attacked. Continuing, Mr. 
Ourzon said the British naval com- 
mander in Cretan waters cabled on Sun- 
day last that an agreement had been 
made by which no further advance was 
to bo made. The government had no 
information showing that the Turkish 
authorities armed or encouraged the 
Mussulmans. The Mussulman mob, 
Mr. Curzon admitteil, forcibly seized 
and rilled the arsenal at Candida, two 
Turkish guards being killed in the 
atl'ray. 



(From Oar Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb. 11. — The statement ie 

made that the Postmaster-Genera! has 
restricted free transmission through the 
mails. Ontario Governir.ent publica- 
tions authorized by the legislature will 
Blill be transmitted free, but the class of 
publication on which the department re- 
quires postage to be paid, as advised by 
the Minister of Justice, is blank forms 
sent out by the departments asking for 
information. 

Mayor Bingham gave a luncheon to- 
day to about oOO leading citizens of Ot- 
tawa. Tlie Premier in respondiiiL' to 
tlie toast of the parliament of Canatia 
said the government was fullaiid replete 
with good will and good intent towards 
Canada generally and the city of Ottawa 
in particular. We intend, ho said, to 
do our best for the city. We mean, in 
so far as we can speak for the House of 
Commons, to do everything possible to 
make the country prosperous and the 
capital of Canada worthy what its capi- 
tal" should be.

London-, I'eb. 11.— A dispatcli from 
Bida, dated January 27, gives additional 
details concerning the advance of the 
cDlumns of the Boyal Niger Company's 
e.^peJition against the Emir of Nupe. 
The lighting in the vicinity of Bida, the 
Fulah capital, which was stopped by 
darkness on tho evening of January 20, 
was re.oumed at daylight on the morning 
of January 27. Half of the British force, 
which consisted of 500 troops, G Max- 
ims, 20 mounted officers, and 9!) car- 
riers, was ordered to cross a 
ravine near tho ridge on which 
the troops of the Royal Niger Com- 
pany's expedition luid been stationed 
during the night. As they crossed the 
ravine it was not noticed that llie Fulah 
forces were watching. The troops ac- 
cordingly formed in a half square, the 
guns forward. The rear half of the 
force then closed on the front half, forra- 
iug a complete square. The British 
forces advanced steadily, halting every 
200 yards to allow theguns to keep pace. 

The massed forces of the enemy soon 
appeared, covering tiie sugar slopes, con- 
atiliitiiiii a apleiidid pantu-ama in their 
eemi-barbiirouB costumes. Tho etiuare 
of the Royal Niger Companies forces 
was soon completely surrounded by 20,- 
000 cavalry and footmen. The reduction 
from the estimate made on January 2() 
was due to tlie deatli ot two important 
princes, w lio rtile the Moslem states, al- 
lies of the Mohammedan ICmir of Nnpe, 
ami vassals, like tho f'hnir of Nnpe de- 
pendent on tbegreat Mohammedan em- 
pire of Sokolo. When these two iirinees 
and rulers were killed with eliells from 
the British, their forces withdrew from 
the army of the Emir of Nupe. 

The Royal Niger troops continued to 
advance slowly until they reached a 
riilge town commanding Bida. They 
then to 'l; up a strong position on the 
reverse of tlie slope and continued to re- 
connoitre tlii'r;iihout the day. Their 
forcea were constantly harassed by Fulah 
sharpshooters, who daringly advanced 
to within a hundred yards of tho square. 
Swarms of the enemy's cavalry charged 
on tlie Koyal Niger forces, but they wt-re 
badly ahattered owing to the ellVt:Live 
use of the Maxim guns playing on the 
gradually retiring masses of the enemy. 

At noon tlie advance of the company's 
troops entered Bida, which is a town 
three miles square. The bombarding of 
a portion of the town was resumed, how- 
ever, lasting until 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon, when one half of the Hausa troops 
tjok possession of the town. Only fifteen 
of the Ilausa troops were wounded. Tho 
losses of tho Fulah forces were enor- 
mous. The brotherof tho ICmir of Nupo 
antl iiianv jirinces were severely wounded 
by a Bhell which exploded among the 
members ot the etall'of the Emir, killiuL' 
tv/o men who were standing within ii 
foot of him at the lime. All of tho 
Fulah princes lied in the direction of 
Sokolo. 

PACIFIC CABLE. 

Another Move in Connection ' With the 
Hawaiian Service. 

PIoNOLULu, via San Francisco, Feb. U 
—President Dole to-day had placed in 
his hands a letter from Alfred S. Hart- 
well withdrawing his application of Oct. 
2H last asking for the cable contract from 
the Hawaiian government. Mr. Hart- 
well has made a request to this govern- 
ment for a contract m favor of the Paci- 
fic Cable Co., of which he is the author- 
ized agent.

Ottawa. Feb. 11. — (Special) — Tho 
worst firo which the Capital has had for 
many a long day ia raging to-night, and 
as tho result thereof the taxpayers of 
the Dominion will eventually have to 
meet about a quarter of a million dollars. 
At midnight the entire roof of the 
western departmental building and 
ofQces on the fourth storey are in flames." 
Tho eflbrts of the Ottawa brigade are 
directed towards keeping the flames from 
descending tho lower stories of 
the building— the only portion of 
the building which has escaped 
with the exception of some of the 
otlices in the Mackenzie wing, from the 
big tower northerly. In this portion of 
the building are the ofHcea .ot the de- 
partments of railwaya and canal and in- 
land revenue. The rooms burnt out 
were those occupied by the engineering 
and architects stall' of the public works 
department, including hundreds of valu- 
able plans and records; certain otlices 
occupied by some of tho clerks of the 
marine and fisheries department, and 
the entire oflices of the mounted police 
department. All the oflices below, oc- 
cupied by the dejiartments of public 
works, marine and fisheries, militia, 
trade and commerce and customa are 
deluged with water. 

The fire was first discovered in the 
fourth flat of the public works depart- 
ment, and it is supposed to have been 
caused by the caifelessuess of one of the 
clerks who had been smoking. For a 
long time the smell of smoke could be 
detected before its origin was discovered. 
It unfortunately happened that the con- 
flagration broke out in the most vulner- 
able point of the building as the whole 
toj) story was a veritable fire trap. The 
root was of wood, tlie partitions were of 
wood and tho floors of wood. To add to 
the disaster this portion of the building, 
is with the exception of the tower part, 
situated on the highest level of tho par- 
liament buildings, and at first a supply 
of water was not to be had. As soon aa two 
steamers got to work, however, there was 
good pressure but owing to inllammable 
nature ot this portion of the building it; 
was practically impossible to stay the 
progress of the flames, which worked 
round to northern facade, found their 
way along the eastern front, and then 
moving lound to east aide facing on Par- 
liament square, only stopped short at 
the tower over Hon. Mr. Uavies' office, 
which is at the extreme northeast end 
of the building. One hundred Ihoueand 
dollars mav cover actual loss, but the 
general opinion is that as a new roof of 
iron and copper similar to the Langevin 
block will be necessary, the figures 
already mentioned will be largely in- 
creased. 

There is no insurance on th(> build- 
ings. Tho lose will be about .floO.OOO, 
but this amount will not put up a pro- 
per roof. It will take more than twice 
that amount to do so. The Annex put 
up by the Mackenzie government in 
1S75 still remains untouched in any 
way. All the old papers and records be- 
fore Confederation were stored away 
here and are burned. The place was 
never intended originally for offices, but 
litid so been used. The stationery office 
of the department of Public Woiksand 
the jihotograpli gallery were burned. 

The firo broke out in a vacant room 
used by the railways and canals depart- 
ment in the upper story of the Western 
departmental block, at ten minutes to 5 
o'clock this afternoon. All the liydiaiit.'i 
on the government grounds were frozen. 
The governiiieiit tire brigade could do 
nothing with it, and when the city 
brigade arriveil the lack of pres.'itire pre- 
vented tlio water from covering it. I'iiis 
went on for nearly three-quarters of an 
hour. Then tho fire enuine was obtained 
which gave an additional supply of 
waipr, and later on a second engine was 
on the scene.

the new streets for which a petition waa 
zeceived by the late council, and to call 
ior tenders for worlc on No. 4 road. Con- 
sideration of the second petition was 
postponed until the available revenue 
' for the year Lad been ascertained. 

The dispute regardinK the wild land 
tiix whicli luid been pendinu lor some 
time between the municipality and Mr. 
W. Beaumont having been submitted to 
arbitration, the arbitrator's report waa 
leiid and referred back for further con- 
sideration. 

A regolution, to be forwarded to the 
Lieutenant - Ciovernor - in- Council, waa 
passed, suggesting tluit, as the munici- 
pality had to pay the coroner's bills, the 
reeve ought to have the power of decid- 
ing whether or not an iutjuest was necea- 
sary. On a bill from the coroner being 
brought in, a resolution was passed de- 
clining to recognise the liability of the 
municipality for the cost of inquests on 
Indians. For the short time remaining 
the council commenced the reconsidera- 
tion of the amended and consolidated 
by-laws, and then adjourned until the 
261 li instant.. 

The local board of health sat under the 
presidency of Mr. \V. C. Duncan. The 
liealtli officer gave hia report on the san- 
ilary condition of the Duncan and Che- 
niainus townaites. He had also visited 
each householder in Duncan to ascertain 
tiie wishes of the inhabitants respecting 
tlie continued employment of the scav- 
enger. Oa this point there was an un- 
fortunate want of unanimity, and the 
board decided no longer to employ the 
Bcavenuer, a-i, under the peculiar regula- 
tions of the provincial board of liealth, 
they have no iiowar to enforce the ac- 
ceptance of his ber vices; -and the secre- 
tary was instructed to write to the cen- 
tral ttoard painting out the danger which 
must arise in consequence. 

A public meeting of the electors of 
Guwichan-Alberni, summoned by the 
reeve (Mr. T. A. Wood), was held in the 
agricultural hall, Duncan, on Tuesday 
night, to consider questions aflecting 
their intereata, with a view to advising 
and strengthening the hands of their re- 
presentatives. .Mr. \V. C, Duncan wag 
elected chair, nan, and Mr. ,T. Norcross, 
Eecri'tary. Tlie following resolutions 
were suiojjted : 

'" \Vhereas, it is to. the best interests of 
the ivhole of the province that the trade 
apj'inging from the immense mining 
devdl ipment at present taking place in 
the Ivootenay and other parts should be 
retaiaed for the benefit of our own citi- 
zena: and whereas, this trade is being 
rapidly diverted into the towns lying 
south "of the boundary line, owing i)rin- 
eipally to the wautot rallwaycommuni- 
eation between the mining centres in tlie 
Kootenay and our sea coast cities; and 
where IS, the provincial government will 
be asked to assist, either by land 
grants or casii bonus, a large 
number of railway schemes in various 
parts of the province, and thereby may 
he embarraifed as to which is the most 
important; Tlierefore this meeting, in 
order to stronglheu tlieir liauda in this 
matter, do unaniraoiialy resolve that 
their representatives are liereby in- 1 
Btructed to use all their influence in tlie 
house in favor of the building a railway ' 
from the coast into the Kootenay as be- 
ing of the first importance; and this 
meeting further considers that tne gov- 
ernment of British Columbia would be 
acting in the best interests of the prov- 
ince by they themselves undertaking the 
construction and equipment and con- 
trolli'iir the management of this rail- 
way." 

"Wh3i-eag in view of the immense 
amount of capital at fircseut being put 
into mining enter|)riae8, and thereby to 
soiiio extent withdrawn from the dovel- 
oi)iiient of agriculture in this province; 
anil whereas agriculturists in iiritish 
CoUimbia are seriously handicapped 
in their own market by coiujietitiou 
from eountriea which do not labor 
under the disadvantage of liavinir so 
much capital to lay out to bring their 
lauds under the plough ; and whereas 
without a liberal expenditure of capital 
at low rate of interest it is impossible at 
present prices to make farming pay or to 
attract agricultural settlers to open up 
the country ; and whereas many farmers 
are overwoi';hed and despondent in their 
efforts to pay the heavy rate of interest 
on money borrowed to clear their lands 
and at the same time make a living (evi- 
denced by the number of farms for sale) : 
Therefore this meeting of electors and 
farmers of Cowichan-.ilberni district ilo 
hereby petition the provincial govern- 
ment, and instruct their representatives 
to assist, to devise some Bclieme to re- 
lieve the present depression by one of 
the methods advocated by the farmers' 
convention held at New Westminster 
Januiry27, or by some other feasible 
scheme." 

" Whereas the governnient oi British 
Columbia will be asked in the present 
session of .tlie^ bo^se to consider me ad- 
visabilityof cither themsalves building 
or to u'ive aid to assist in building a rail- 
way from Nanaimo to Alberni, we, the 
farmers and electors of Cowiehan dis- j 
trict, hereby wisli to lay befori' llie pro-j 
vincial government our claii'ip, to have 
the above railway built fi-um some point !

large expenditure, not in a fiti^state for 
the successfnl.'ruhning of logs. 
i'!'^2.fBecau8e ai^rail way {running into 
the GQwi'cban Lake district;wp.uld,open 
up an>eitensive minef al coujjti'y, which 
ia being at-tH'e present^time p'rospedted, 
and some very promiEing.mineral claims 
staked out. 

"3. Because by building this railway 
by way of the Nitinat river it would 
open up and make accessible to settlers 
a large area of highly suitalile agricul- 
tural lands, and by further extension 
would also tap the China Creek mining 
district, and bring the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island into a better commu- 
nication with the whole of British Col- 
umbia. 

" 4. Because this railway would sup- 
ply Cowiehan with an inlet to a very 
promising market for the agricultural 
products for which it is noted. 

"5. It ia well known that coal under- 
lies the whole Cowiehan valley, and 
therefore this district is eminently suit- 
able, with its coal and splendid harbor 
facilities, for the site of a smelter and as 
a shipping port; and we may further add 
that a large zone of very promising 
mineral exists in Cowiehan and neigh- 
boring islands, which mineral is being 
vigorously prospected and tested at the 
present time. 

" 6. The whole route which would be 
traversed by thia railway has already 
been explored by competent engineers, 
and no difficulties in the way of cheap 
construction were encountered. 

" Therefore, we hope that in the event 
of this railway being constructed, these 
our claims on your consideration will 
not be overlooked, but carry the weight 
which is their due, which, in our oj)in- 
ion, overbalance any tdaims wliicli Na- 
naimo can present. We further consider 
tliat the advantages before mentioned 
would fully warrant the ])rovincial gov- 
ernment themselves undertaking the 
building of this railway with a certainty 
of favorable returns on the expendituie, 
" Our representatives in the provin- 
cil house are hereby requested to see 
that the government are fully posted in 
this matter ; and we*further ask the Vic- 
toria board of trade to assist ua and, at 
the same time, Victoria itself, in push- 
ing our claims for the building of the 
railway from some point in Cowiehan 
district. 

Mr. James Evans suggested the ap- 
pointment of a committee to draw up a 
full and explicit report 011 the advant- 
ages of this line. This was seconded liy 
Mr. A. Blvthe who named the chairman, 
the reeve and Mr. James Kvans, and 
these names were at once accepted by 
tlie meeting. 

Mr. Livingstone introduced a petition 
to the government, which had already 
received numerous signatures, for a trail 
from Cowiehan lake to Alberni. At the 
close of the meeting the petition was 
signed by almost all present. 

Mr. C. Bazett drew attention to the 
unsatisfactory state of the law on 
mortgages, and moved the following 
resolution, which was seconded by Mr. 
A. McKinnon and carried: " That this 
meeting draw the attention of our mem- 
bers to the present mortgace law, and 
impress upon them the necessity of 
some alteration which shall protect the 
mortgagee from the present unjust 
statute, by whicli the property morlg- 
aged" is not sole collateral for the sum 
advanced ; also that they should en- 
deavor to secure the abolition of the 
mortgage tax." 

The Reeve said, as the political part of 
the business seemed completed, he would 
ask the meeting to consider whether 
something might not be done to develop 
the wealth of coal which he believed lay 
under our feet. .He read a letter from 
Mr. Robins, manager of the Vancouver 
Coal Co., in answer to an inquiry on the 
cost of boring, and pictured the advan- 
tages to the whole community which 
would arise from the establishment of a 
coal mine in our midst. He thought a 
public subacription to meet the cost of 
tests might be the beat way to advance 
the matter, and expressed his readinesa, 
if the meeting endorsed the scheme, to 
head tlie list with -tlO. 

The chairman suggested a committee 
of inquiry, which was supported by Mr. 
\V. Beaumont. Mr. James Evans pro- 
pose<i the Reeve, Mr. Beaumont, Mr. A. 
BIythe and himself. This waa seconded 
by Mr. Beaumont and carried. 

Mr, Horn moved "that our members 
be instructed to oppose the system of 
granting bonuses." This was seconded 
by Mr.'C, Bazett and carried. 

Moved by the Reeve, seconded by Mr. 
A. iilythe and carried, " that the secre- 
tary forward copies of tlio resolutions to 
our members and the press." 

EXPOET LDMBEK COilBINE. 

Several Large Shippers WIU Not Come— 
The Export Lumber Trade. 

There are whispers that the i)roposed 
lumber exjjort combine of Pacific coast 
ahippers is not likely to come to any- 
thing. Many indications point that way. 
Although an effort is being made to get 
all the big firms into the ring, it is 
nevertheless known that many have 
.stood aloof; and even the list of" names 
of those firms which are said to liavfe 
signified their intention of coming in is 
not wholly reliable. 

" Mowaboiit the new lumbercombiue," 
was asked of .fames B. Kennedy, M.IM'., 
and a prominent stockholder in the 
Brunette i\Iills Co., of Westminster 

" I know notiiing about it," was the 
reply. " Tlie first I knew of it waa the 
artudes in the papers. 1 see that the 
name of our company appears in the 
list. There must be some mistake, as I 
know for a fact that we shall enter no 
more trusts ; they are unworkably and 
for several reasons I do not believe that 
confining the combine to export trade 
will better matters. I think you can say 
that we are not ' in it.' " 

Mr. Schermerhorn, of the Sayward 
Mills company, said: "A combine is 
workable only in one way, and that is on 
the principle of the sugar trust. It must 
be under one head ; and in no other wuy 
can proper results ho obtained. I have 
heard of the matter, but I do not think 
that we shall join the trust." 

Mr. Palmer, of tfio Victoria Lumber 
Co., of Chemainus, who was in the city 
id connection with the matter, left yes- 
terday evening for hia home. Notwith- 
standing that all is not clear sailing, a 
Krretiuoua effort will be made to bring 
into ellect the combine. There is a gen- 
eral opinion that the pricea obtained for 
export lumber are not what they should

When we 
say that without credit there can be little 
progress, every one will admit the claim ;

gress. The ttiat of solvency is not what 
does a man owe bat what he is able to 
pay. 

It will be necessary for British Colum- 
bia to go in debt in order that her vast 
resources may be properly developed. 
If it were possible to meet the necessary 
outlay by levying yearly a tax equal to 
what would be spent tliat year, it would 
not bo advisable to do so, for it is right 
that the burden of great permanent im- 
proveuients should be borne in pari by 
those who will come after us and enjoy 
the benefit of them. Butitis not possible 
to collect in taxes the money needed to 
open a province like British Golnmbia. 
No government conld live an hour that 
would seek to impose such a tax. The 
money must be borrowed, and the great 
point to be observed is that it shall be 
borrowed on the most favurabletermsand

Mli. MACPIIERSOIS'S MISTAKE. 

It would be uncharitable to suppose 
tluit Mr. Macpherson did not believe 
the attack which he made on Wednes- 
day upon the administration of the lands 
department was not warranted by the 
facts, but it is amassing to see bow far an 
honest man can get astray when be al- 
lows his political prejudices to mislead 
him. Ho told the house, and read let- 
ters to Bup[)ort his statement, that II. 
Bell-Irving had a lease of a lishing sta- 
tion at Rivers Inlet, for which ho paid 
25 cents an acre yearly, that the 
government had cancelled the lease at 
Mr. Bell-Irving's request and had sold 
him the land at ^1.00 an acre. The only 
truth in this statement is that Mr. Bell- 
Irving holds a lease of a fishing station in 
River's Inlet, ile did not agree to pay 
'25 cents an acre, bat only 10 cents an 
acre ; the lease has not been cancelled 
and the land has not been sold to him 
for a dollar an acre. Yet upon this gross 
iiiisconcepticn of the facts Mr. Macpher- 
son employeil the severest language he 
could command to characterize the con- 
iliicL of the Hon. iMr. Jlartin 
in the alleged premises, accused 
him of favoritism, said that if he were 
in the Commissioner's place and such a 
charge was mad(3 be would walk out of 
the hou.'f, and claimed that his charge 
was suflicient to warrant a vote of want 
oi confidence. It is rare that a Minis- 
ter, who is the subject of an attack acroeg 
the floor of the house, can so completely 
answer bis accuser as. Mr. Martin was 
able to do. Those who areatall familiar 
with parliamentary proceedings must 
have been .surprised at the onslaught of 
the nieniljcr from Vancouver. It is not 
altogether unprecedented perhaps, but 
it is highly irregular for a member 
to attack the niauagenient of a public 
department on the strength of copies of 
letters which he has been courteously 
allowed to have by the department. The 
rule is that a motion shall be made to 



properly safe-guarded. The people of 

this province will bear the government 
out in adopting such a policy as this. 
Wo think the debate on the address has 
made this very clear. The bug-a-boo of 
debt ought not to alarm a province of 
such magniiiceut resources, provided 
the amount to be borrowed or the ex- 
tent to which the credit of the province 
is to be pledged, in case it shall be 
deemed advisable to aid railway con 
struction in that way rather than by 
direct bonuses — a point upon which 
there will be more to say hereafter — is 
not in excess, relatii-ely, of what 
prudent and enterprising business man 
would assame in the management of bia 
private business. 



At a banquet recently given by the 
Board of Trade in Winnipeg, Premier 
Greenway stated that " under the exist- 
ing arrangements between the Dominion 
and Manitoba it is of great interest to 
the province that its boundaries should 
be extended." He expressed the opin- 
ion, however, that there should be only 
two provinces between Ontario and 
British Columbia, lie added that on 
every hand in Manitoba were evidences 
of progress-, prosperity and contentment 
and he endorsed the statement of the 
chairman that the province is on the eve 
of an era of prosperity such as it has 
never before experienced. 



THE CRETAN TROUBLE. 

It has been apparent for sometime 
that serious trouble was brewing in 

Crete, which may likely be the spark 
to set I'lurope in a blaze. 

Ciete lies to the southeast of Greece 
and southwest of Asia Minor. Its jjosi 
tion is such that the nation owning it 
commands the entrance to the Egean 
sea. It is therefore a strategic point of 
very great importance. The island is 
160 miles long and has a width averag- 
ing from (5 to 35 miles. Its population 
is now noL-more than liOO.OOO. In ISL'l, 
that is at the outbreak of the reek re 
volution, there were nearly half a mil- 
lion people resident on Crete, but Turk 
ieh rule has been rapidly depopulating 
it. About two-thirds of the people are 
of Greek descent. 

Tiio history of Crete begins in the 
days of (ireek mythology. Indeed, it 
was regarded as the favorite home of 
Jupiter, wlio was ono of its reputed 
kings. It has had many changes of 
sovereignty, but finally passed into the 
hands of the Turks in 1045. Since then 
the Cretans have chafed under the rule 
of the Sultans and have made several 
unsuccessful ellorts to unite their des- 
tiniea with Greece. The most notable 
attempt was in IHIiO. By tlie terms oi 
the Berlin treaty of 1S7S the Porte 
agreed to carry out certain reforms on

THE BUG -A- BOO OF DEBT. 

There are some amiable people wlio 
believe that Poor Kichard'a Almanac 
was the (inal gift of wisdom to human- 
ity, and they never tiro oi telling how 
wicked a thing it is to go in debt. Pay 
as you go, they say, and if you can't pay, 
don't go. A very good principle this, 
but it has its limits when it comes to 
applying it. It (its very well into the 
living expenses of an individual or his 
family, but if the businesd of nations, 
provinces or commercial concoms were 
conducted on that principle we 
would see an end to all enter- 
]»riee. The greatest product of 
modern civilization is credit. Without 
credit we would be little removed as 
communities above the conditions of 
fcemi-barl)arism. Business men employ 
their energy, their ability and their 
credit and build up great enterprises. 
Governments develop countries upon 
l)reciEcly the same principle. No credit, 
no progress, or at least very little of it. 
Isow credit implies debt. Theco can be 
1)0 creditor without a debtor. Even our 
banking institutions, which are assumed 
generally to represent the credit side ol 
businesa, are themselves debtors. 
Tnus the banks of Canada to- 
day . owe the public more than 
.^200,000,000, The- bank note which we 



power in the Mediterranean, as 
! change in the ownership of this island 

would bo, could hardly be iicrmitted to 
jiaas unchallenged by I'Vance and Italy, 
not to spealj of Great Britain and Kus.sia, 
The interest of Germany and Austria is 
less direct, except that they would 
necessarily be greatly concerned in any- 
thing calculated to advance the political 
imiiortance of Greece, a country united 
to lUisaia by ties of religion and political 
sympathy. It is impossible, therefore, 
to regard the events now transjiiring in 
ancient Candia without feelings of the 
gravest apprehension as to their effect 
upon the peace of Europe. The great 
source of danger is that if the partition 
of the Sultan's dominions is once begun 
it is hard to see where it will end. Tho 
course of Great Britain, in the event of a 
general scramble to administer upon tho 
ell'ects of " tho sick man," would pro- 
bably be to strengthen her hold uj)on 
Egypt and remain a passive spectator of 
events, unless it became necessary to in- 
terfere to preserve the naval status of 
Italy. 

Ml!. IIuMic gave a few interestins: 
ligures in the house yesterday about 
the output of the Kootenay mines, and 
of the contribution of that district to the 
Dominion revenue. If tlie promise of 
January is kept up, "West Kootenay will 
pay directly in dnties to the Dominion 
over $375,000 this year. But wo all 
know it will bo more than kept up. AVe 
all know that the probabilities are that 
the customs collected at the port of 
Nelson is likely this year to reach, if it 
does not exceed, half a million dollar^ 
This is in addition to what is paid in- 



OitDEus have been issued from Pekin 
for tho collection of more revenue in 
order that the Chinese fleet and navy 
may be modernized and placed on a 
war footing. The Commissioner of Cus- 
toms at Canton replied that if he was 
allowed to collect the lekin tax, that is 
the import levied ou goods carried into 
tho interior, it would not be necessary to 
make the duties any higher or impose a 
new land tax. The inference is that 
the Chinese ollicials who handle the 
lekin tax steal the most of it. 



The csteemedTimes is worried. Wed- 
nesday's debate did not suit it a little 
bit. Mr. Semlin set a slow pace, and 
Mr. Cotton was politic to a degree. The 
most interesting thing that has so far 
developed in connection with the session 
is the effort of our contemporary to make 
people believe that it thinks there is 
some prospect of a change of govern- 
ment this session. 



IiEGISLATITE NOTES. 

Mr. Kidd wanted to know what tiin 
Coi.oxiST meant \vhen it said the Oppo- 
sition attack was mild, and asked if it 
wanted Billingsgate. Xot at all. iStroni; 
language often makes :i weak attack 
weaker. Eor exa?nplo: — Mr. Kidd said 
the " government is pursuinir a wrong 
policy in many directions." This is 
strong language though not Billingsgate. 
Then ho went on to specify, ^and his 
specification was that the government is 
endeavoring to oppress those who have 
gone on the public lands to make farms, 
and is seeking to keep those peoi)lo off 
the lands who wish to go on. This is 
very strong language, but no one will 
say it was a strong attack. Quite tho 
contrary. It was a weak attack because 
it was not backed up with facts, and 
was to extravagantly expressed that no 
one would take it seriously. 

,Mr. Kellie distinctly disappointed the 
house. He wants two more representa- 
tives for Kootenay, and suggested that, 
to save the province additional expense, 
two of the members in smaller constitu- 
encies might resign. When Mr. Kellie 
began everyone supposed he was going to 
say that he and his colleague would meet 
the expense by dividinc their sessional 
allowance with the new men. Butalas ! he 
(lid not rise to the opportunity. 'Tis 
ever thus. We are all ready, like Arte- 
muB Ward, to sncritice our wife's rela- 
tions on the altar of the country, but 
that is aa far as we are ready to go. 

Mr. Rithet defined his altitude as to 
aid to railways. He is anxious that 
what the government does shall be so 
done that work can be done on needed 
lines at once, and aa it is impossible for 
companies to formulate their financial 
plana until they have had time to con- 
sider tho legislative aid, he wants the 
government to begin the construction of 
tho roads itself. His creat object is to 
secure the beginning of work this year. 

West Kootenay may not have been 
" spoon-fed," l)ut tho representatives of 
tliat district will not deny that it was 
born with a silver spoon in its mouth 
and a gold one in reserve.

That the conservation of the 

foreslB and fisheries were matters loi 

the government to take up Major Mutter 

maintained, and as a plea for the farm- 
ers he said that agriculture paid 

higher tax than diil the mines, and tliis 

could be easily proved, for if the farmers 

were taxed on their net output like the 

mines are now it would soon be seen 

■where the taxes came from. If the gov- 
ernment gave help to railwaya they 

ahould not be in the position of part- 
ners with any syndicate as that would 

throw all the reBponsibllit]^ on the gov- 
ernment, which should either be sole 

owners of the railways or should only 

exercise a supervision over the rates. In 

'dosing he reminded the anember from 

flanaimo (Mr. McGregor) that Cow- 

'icban too wanted a railway from Co\v- 

'ichan to Alberni. 

Hon. G. B. Martin, chief cominis- 

f inner of lands and works, defended 

liimself vigorously from the attack made 

ml him the previous day by Mr. Mae- 

pherson of Vancouver, and cliaracter- 

itied as uncalled for and untruthful the 

statement that the land act had not been 

properly carried out. It had been the 

chief commissioner's endeavor to enforce 

the act as thoroughly as possible, and if 

MnMacpherson had <;ome'to the depart 

mont and asked for the returns of the 

■varioas transactions he could have had 

tbem, Instead of this he had obtained 

some of the correspondence and bad used 

it on the floor of the house without his 

(Mr. Martin's) knowttedge. 
"The whole theory o£ the transaction 

brought up byBIr. Macphersou is this,' 

said the chief commissioner. 

"On 1st April. 1895, a lease of 120 

acres of land at Rivers Inlet was granted 

to Mr. II, Bell Irving for a term of 21 

years, at a rental of ten cents per acre 

or .^12 per annum, not 25 cents an acre, 

as stated by Mr. Macpliereon. That rate 

of rental is, however, changed on subse 

quent leases. After the amendment to 

the Land Act of fast session was passed 

Mr. Boll Irving asked if he would be al 

loweil to purchase this parcel of land, 

and he was told he might do so at its 

classilied price, and there the matter 

no^' stands. The lease has not been can- 
celled and Mr. £ell Irving has 

not purchased the land. If the 

Obief Oommissioncr is not satisfied 

with the clasaiflcatton made by a sur- 
veyor it is competent for hi m to fix the 

price at which land may be sold. In 

this case then the land in question may 

be priced at $5 per acre, and the 120 

acres sold at tliat rate would amount to 

.■fOOO, tliB interest on which at 4 per cfnt. 

would bo .$21 per annum, or exactly 

double the revenue derived from the 

sanie parcel of land under the lease, an 

inereaee which will be conceded to be in 

the public interest. Between 1HS2 and 

1892 a dozen difl'erent parcels of land on 

Rivers Inlet ranging from 80 to IGO 
acres each were alienated at the rate of 
one dollar per acre, and when it is borne 

in mind that this Inlet has a coast line 
of more than 100 miles in extent, it may 
be inferred that there are etill numerous 
sites available there for fishing purposes. 
In fact there are about ninety miles or 

go yet available. 

With respect to the sale of a small is- 
land near the mouth of the l'"raser river, 
wliich Mr. Macpherson complained of 
on Wednesday, the Chief Commissioner 
explained : 

" On 2;ird May Mr. Donelly wrote 
making application to i>iirchase the is- 
land in question, which he represented 
to contain about two acres of recent 
formation. In reply he was informed 
that the government was not disposed to 
sell such small parcels of land. On the 
4th Juno he renewed his application, 
urging compliance with his request, giv- 
ia^ as a reason his intention to 
build and operate a cannery. Upon 
consideration it was decided tliat the 
establishment of a cannery would bo an 
additional industry which would be in 
the interest of New Westminaterdiatrict, 
and as there was really no valid renHon 
for refusing tho request ho was informed 
tliat upon liis complying with the provi 
siona of the act he would be allowed to 
purchase. Accordingly ho published 
the required notices, etc., and no pro- 
tests being filed tho purchase was in the 
ordinary course completed." 

Those were the explanations he had to 
make to the hon. gentleman from Van 
cduver, and ho was sure that hon. gen- 
tleman would bo satisfied with them. 
■Mr, Martin defended the action of the 
government in endeavoring to collect 
the arrears long over due by settlers. 
The government had given them live 
years to pay, and it was only fair to the 
men who did pay for their land ti)at the 
arrears should be collected. He believed 
that the settlers themselves would en- 
dorse the action taken by the govern- 
ment in this matter. 

Mr. K. P. Ritliet expressed his appre- 
ciation of the sijcech from the throne, 
and after complimenting the mover and 
seconder jokingly told Mr. Kennedy that 
if ho had spent a few months in tho 
bahwy air of tho mountains of Cariboo, 
like tho member for Comox had last 
Fummer, he would not now take such a 
gloomy view of things. Mr. Eithet re- 
jurrcu to thj/V^ry gi-eat increase in the 
output •from .the mines, and said that

.vwloga from tliis province, but that 
''-cftttiiDly was a new thing for 
him to Liear. • In face iu his 
•experience the logs had been 
impoited from Puget Sound here — 
anci more hewas sure than were exported 
from British Columbia. Therefore he- 
could not see Avhy any change sliould bo 
made to stop the eaport of such logs. 
The government collected their royalty 
on the logs cut whe*her or not they were 
e X ported. There wiaa « great acarci ty of 
logs last spriDg aiid' ^en now and the 
mill in which he was i interested had to 
get dts logs from (Paget Sound. Touch- 
ing on the referenoea made to the inaur- 
ance act Mr. ilithet said he was sure 
Mr-, ICennedy and Mr. Graham wore 
UDtler a misapprehension in regard to 
iwiy company being able to avoid paying 
the iniuranceon account of the propeity 
having stovepipe instead of a 
•chimney, for if the fact that the 
■stovepipe ivero there was meii- 
lioiH'd at the time of application 
for insurance the conipanies were equally 
with the insured bound by the contracts. 
Turning to the mortgage tax Mr. Kithet 
said that he did not think that tho in- 
tention when the mortgage tax was im- 
posed was that the borrower should pay 
it, If the principle of the mortgage tax 
wag at fault, he hoped the government 
would meet the difiieulty and abandon 
that form of tax and put on some other 
form of tax less burdensome to the 
poorer vlasB. As to the desire of some 
members for greater. restrictions on min' 
ing companies, Mr. iftitbet remarked 
that while there might be some abuses 
under existing acts, it waseaferto follow 
the example of countries that had more 
experience with raining companies 
rather than try to impose too many re 
fltrictioiis. British Colombia was only 
beginning to Und out tho value of her 
mines, and he was averse to placimr un- 
necessary hindrances in the way of those 
who were willing to rink their money 
and give their attention to developing 
the mining industry. 

The agricultural interests, he was 
sorry to say, seemed to have had the 
worst of the deal for some time back, 
and should Imvesomo assistance. While 
there was a general improvement in all 
other branches of industry he hoped 
that agriculture would also benefit. 
The increase in prices for farm produce 
came too late last year for the farmers, 
but he hoped they would be able to take 
advantage of the rise in the coming 
season 

Tho clause iu the speech referring to 
railways next received I\Ir. Kithet's at 
tention. N'o member was more willing 
to fall in with a policy for opening u| 
the country by railways, and he liopec: 
when the uovernraeut laid before the 
house tfieir railway policy that it would 
be on such broad and statesmanlike 
lines as to make possible the construc- 
tion of roads at once, and not be on such 
narrow lines as to bo in reality only 
a policy in name and not able to meet 
tlie necessary requirements. Until the 
policy was known neither he nor any 
other holder of a charter could go to the 
money markets of the world and ask 
capitalists to undertake the building of 
a road. It would therefore be some 
time before tho policy 'could hebene^ 
ficial unless the government be allowed 
to go on with the necessary works with- 
out the delay of making arrangements 
with private individuals. He hoped the 
policy of the government would be given 
ell'ect to during the present year and 
advanced by actual undertakings while 
the negotiations with private individuals 
are being carried on. He thought 
this could be done without in- 
terfering with the credit of the 
country or the government. If the 
government were firm in their deter- 
mination to open up the country in the 
present year, they would be fully justi- 
fied in pursuing the course he spoke of. 
It was not so much an object to the pro- 
vince to make these roads pay immedi- 
ately, as to open np and settle the coun- 
try by railways or roads. The expendi- 
ture on railways was more than on 
ordinary roads, but the returns were 
greater, and while there might be in- 
creaaed expenditure it mattered little so 
long as people were induced to settle in 
suliicieut nnmhers to warrant the ex- 
penditure of the money required. It 
was necessary to do something to aid 
the country without delay, and he hoped 
and trusted that, as there could be no 
doubt ag to the richness of the provin- 
cial resources, some more vigorous and 
decided railway policy would be devel- 
oped than in the past. (Applause.) 

Mr. Booth agreed with Mr. Cotton 
that the crux of tho whole situation was 
the financial question. The government 
lad in the past made expenditures on 
the plea that the country would soon re- 
cover from its dei)iesBion. This view be 
had shared, and the advance of proa])er- 
itv lie tliought jiiBtiOed that policy. He 
counselled tho government now, how- 
ever, to be careful and not to be led into 
too extravagant an expenditure. It 
seemed to hlin before any railway policy 
was entered into, that tho house sliould 
carefully consider tho ways and means 
and see if tho country couhl stand tlie 
expense. Tliere was a great deal of talk 
iu regard to competing railways, but 
railways were in their nature mono- 
jiolies und the only way in which this 
could be dealt with was 'for the govern- 
ment to control the rates. 

Mr. Hume, speaking for Kootenay, 
said it was not spoon fed as some mem- 
bers seemed to thinlc. The revenue 
gathered from Kootenay showed her to 
be at the head of the list of tho i)ro- 
vincial districts as a revenue produc(!r. 
Her output last year of metals renresent- 
ed .'f3, 601), 000, and she had paid in that 
perioil •1)254, 851 in customs returns, He 
thought that the Government should 
keep the water privileges in trust for 
the use of the people, and expressed a 
desire to see the control of the police in 
the outlying districts iu tho bands of the 
government. A mining inspector should 
also be appointed. 

Captain John Irving rose to say that 
the people of this country asked for 
prosperity and, said tho geniid mem- 
ber, " we're going to give it to them." 
"Wo want a vigorous railway 'policy, 
and we want that raihvay built to Cari- 
boo." He made aoino general remarks 
in which he urged the government to 
undertake a vigorous railway jiolicy, 

Mr. Adams took up tho necessity of 
more railways as the topic of his speecli, 
pointing out how necessary a railway 
was for the district of Cariboo. Though 
lanipered as it was at present by ttie 
lack of communication, its mines wore 
being developed, and he waa of opinion 
that something should be done to place 
the b.tdrrtuliu mines more on an equality 
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taxation. He commended the remarks 
in the address on the desirability of irri- 
gation and waa in accord with the gov- 
ernment in trying to collect the arrears 
in the payments for land, 

Mr. Kidd, Richmond, took a general 
review of the speecli and hazarded the 
opinion that tho opposition were doing 
some good. Ho favored the government 
ownership of roads, but feared they 
would not be able to accompliah this. 
Their policy, however, might bo so 
framed that the people would r.ot be 
bled to death by the railroads. 
He thought the revenue tax shoaUl have 
shown a larger increase if it had been 
properly enforced. He could not give 
the government credit for giving settlers 
the encouragement they should have Af- 
forded. Alr.Kldd- seemed alittle hurt 
at the Coi-o:jisT's remarks, that the op- 
position's attack on tho government was 
a luild one, and he therefore wont on at 
some length to find fault with the gov- 
ernment in a general 'way, one jjoint be- 
ing that they should adopt some other 
method of bookkeeping than the one at 
present in vogue, tie objected to the 
land policy and the mortgage tax, and 
went over a number of other matters al- 
ready referred to. 

Mr. Kellie, member for N'orthwest 
ICootenay, made a characteristic speech 
using pointed and ■oicturesque Western 
expressions to adorn Ilia discourse. Ho 
started out with the claim that Kootenay 
was entitled to more representation in 
this house. Two inoi'e representatives 
would bo Kootonay's due and if any of 
the members wore afraid of the expense 
let some of those v.-bo represent small 
constituencies reuign and give Kootenay 
their places. Another of Mr. Kellie's 
wants was a young, live gold commis 
aioner, and he hoi)ed that the present 
gold comniiesioner would bo pensioned 
and replaced by young blood. Ho de- 
sired to see municipal goverinnent in 
Kootenay and have the towns incorpor 
ated, fio that they might build their own 
schools and cary out proper sanitary mea 
aures. He hoped some change might be 
made in the mineral act bo that rock in 
place should mean an3'- deposit of min- 
eral that could be mined. He did not 
believe in the appointment of a mining 
engineer by the government as suggest- 
ed by Mr. &rahaiu to examine mines be^ 
fore incorporation, for mining engineers 
were frauds and he did not see why the 
government should have any more su- 
pervision over mining companies than 
over any other buainess in the country. 
They had heard a good deal about a rail- 
way policy. It waa all very well to have 
an aggressive railway, and the member 
for Lillooet, who seconded tho address, 
sounded the keynote when ho asked for 
a business railway policy. Retain the 
trade for the coast was their cry, and the 
government was asked to dig up the 
(lough and saddle the expenses on the 
province as a whole. They could not 
build arailway ou wind, and it would 
be to the interest of the coun- 
try if the Dominion government were 
asked to givt) assistance instead of the 
province. The Dominion took a million 
dollars out of British Columbia without 
anv return, and while Kootenay con- 
tributed between ^350,000 and .^100,000 
to the Dominion treasury, only $21, -100 
was contiibuted by the Bominion for 
public works in Kootenay last year. 
Anyhow Mr. Kellie believed that if 
capitalists saw anything in building rail- 
roads from the Coast they would jump 
in and build it, He was opposed to land 
grants to railways. Speaking of joint 
stock companies, Mr. Kellie suggested 
that when a mining company was formed 
a certain amount of the stock should be 
sot aside for the development of the 
claim, and the stock so set aside should 
be classed as working capital and not be 
allowed to be need lor any othar pur- 
pose than developing or working the 
claim. " I have seen a reference in the 
speech from the throne about the Queen 
of England," went on Mr, Kellie, " but 
nothing about tho King of Kootenay," 

" Who is he?" asked several members, 
while the house laughed. 

" He's King Cor bin, of the Nelson & 
Fort Shcppard railway," replied Mr. 
Kellie amid renewed amusement. "He 
is skinning tho mining lands of timber 
without reference to the rights of 
miners," There was no grant, Mr, 
Kellie maintaiueJ, that allowed Mr. 
Corbin to interfere with free minors 
searchini; for minerals. "But," -went 
on I\Ir, Kellie, "Mr. Uurbin Koes througi 
the land like a despot, taking the miner 
by the throat and making them dis- 
gorge." One man had told Mr. Kellie 
that he had to pay Corbin .$750 for the 
privileire of holding bis timber. The 
government, Mr. Kellie held, ahould 
grant no company outside of a town or a 
municipality control of water' rights. 
The government bad no right to give 
any person such privileges, ana he hoped 
that any man coming to the honse and 
asking for spch things woald be "kicked 
out of the back door." " The rights 
given to a free miner are sacred," Air. 
Kellie went on warming to his subject, 
"and I hope that Mr. Corbin when ho 
tries to trample on the free miners' 
riuhts will be taken in charge for iiigh- 
w.iy robbury." (Laughter. ) 

Mr. Hull', cf Cowichan-Alberni, bad a 
few words to eny about Jiis own diKtrict, 
and renuirked that if it had the name as- 
sistance as other parts of the j)rovince it 
would go ahead just as had Kootenay. 
Alberni waa at present in tiie same po- 
sition as waa Kootenay in 181)1, and 
with development would gain just as 
favoraole a place as Kootenay held to- 
day. Therefore he ■was in favor of a 
vigorous railway policy, and thought 
the country was well worth it. Alberni 
was not altogether dependent on min- 
ing; she had large timber and fishing 
interests and acricultural resources. He 
hoped the hill for tho railway to Alberni 
woukl have the serioua consideration of 
the bouac, and he looked forivard to his 
district making a moat satisfactory pro- 
gress liDl h in wealth and i)L>pulation. 

Dr, Walkem declared tiiat he held an 
independent position in the house, 
and would act in what he considered 
tho best interests of the province. He 
took up the mineral question and 
thought Bomo steps ahould he taken to 
bring about some satisfactorv 
basis of settlement between the 
E. &. N. railway and tho miners in re- 
gard to claims in ^ho raihvav belt, 
Speakinir of the .proposed railv\aV from 
the Coast to ICodtenay, he believed peo- 
ple had not suffldiently; counted the coat, 
and he urged that Chfe.proliibition against 
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Chinamen working in ccal mines should 
be extended to quart/, mines. He fav- 
ored the abolition of the tax on mine 
employes, and suggested that some pre- 
cautionary regulations should be made 
as to the quantity of explosives allowed 
to he stored in mines. 

Mr. Rogers brought before the house 
the claims of Cariboo, " the father of 
British Columbia." Its retnrna laat 
year were $1,000 more than in its palm- 
ieat days, and it was duo to it that the 
government ahould give it assistance to 
build railways, so as to transport 
the enormous amount of freight that 
would be taken in this year. Tho 
advancement of tho inineg was the 
property of the country and members 
should not be so seliisli as to oppose 
such a policy. Aflor suggesting that 
the Dominion covernuient be strongly 
urged to grant assistance to the railways, 
Mr. Rogers moved the adjournment of 
the debate till to-day.

UK.'MGNTXZAMBEilT, 

Superintendent of Quarantines, Gathering 
Information tor a Report to 
Ottawa. 

Speaking of the quarantine station at 
William Head Dr. Montizambert, auper- 
Intendentof Dominion quarantines, re- 
marked yesterday that while the station 
was Bufficiently equipped to give perfect 
safeguards, it was not what could be de- 
scribed as a perfect station, for improve- 
ments could be made that would permit 
of the disinfection of passengers and 
baggage being carried out more quickly. 
The smallpox in Japan and the bubonic 
plague in India made it necessary to be 
particularly carefuhin dwling with ves- 
sels from the Orient, and for tlnit reason 
tho steerage passengers coining from any 
infected port will iiave to go through a 
thorough disinfection with their belong- 
ings, as bad thoao who came on the last 
Eaij)ruBfi. There was not the same dan- 
ger from the cabin passengers, for they 
ilid not mix with the steerage iiaasengers 
ami were not subject to tho same con- 
ditions of infection before they started 
on their voyage. The great dilliculty ia 
to carry out the regulations so aa not to 
interfere too much with commerce, for 
it is poBsiblei Dr. Montizambert points 
out, to make regulations so stringent 
that vessels could give a port the go-by 
altogether and go somewhere else. 

To-day Dr. Watt and Dr. Montizam- 
bert leave for Port Townaend to gain in- 
formation on the quarantine conditions 
there, and then Nanaiino and Vancou- 
ver will be visited before Dr. Montizam- 
bert goes East. 

ASHORE AND IN HANGER. 

The Collier Mackinnw in a Awkward Fix- 
Big Salmon Sliipment to 
Montreal. 

At 11 :l!o o'clock last night tlio steamer 
Sehome got in from the Sound having 
taken seven hours to make the run 
from Port Townsend owing to the strong 
head wind she encountered. The steamer 
rej)orts the collier MackinaWi which 
went ashore at Marrowstone on Wed- 
nesday while en route to San Francisco 
rtith 3,500 tons of coal from Tacoma as 
still hard and fast and in a very danger- 
ous condition last evening, aa a very 
strong wind was blowing against lier. 
Three tuga had failed in an 
attempt to move the vessel and 
it now remains for her to be liplueiied. 
Ilcr accident is directly attributable to 
lier steering gear, which broke down as 
the vessel struck the tide riji, which 
runa strong around Marrowstone point. 
As the tide went down the ship sprung 
considerably amidships, so much so aa 
to disconnect the steam pipes which 
operate the winches. It looks as though 
nearly all of her 3,500 tons of coal will 
have to be taken out before she can be 
lloated. 

The Sehome had a little over a carload 
of miaGellaneons freight going out, the 
bulk of the cargo being destined for 
Kootenay points. On her previous trip 
she had leaving Victoria a carload of 
pickled salmon, which is half aahipment 
that is being forwarded to Montreal.

STOCK EXClIANf^K TRANSACTIONS. 

Business in New York Limited — Market 
Heavy and Lower— Panic in Paris 
— London Dull. 

Ninv York, Feb. 11. — With an abund- 
ance of money still to be bad at cheap 
^atea and eagerly seeking an outlet for 
expenditure, trading on the stock ex- 
change continues to be confined to 
almost insignilicant proportions and was 
further restricted to-day, owing to the 
fact that to-morrow (f^incoln's birthday), 
will be a lioliday. Not more than half 
the dealings were again confined to the 
industrial shares which invite many by 
their EcneitiveneBS. The market was 
heavy and dropped almost throughout 
under the combined influence of the re- 
flected uneasineaa in London and the 
continent over the threatened rupture 
between Turkey and Greece over Crete, 
the combined symi)athy with the de- 
cline in the wlieat market and the lack 
of well-deliiied opinion as to thoellect of 
the rupture of the combination among 
the steel rail manufacturers on general 
biiHiness. 

The general listalso showed afractional 
decline, though tliero were elements ol 
resistance among the railways. These 
rose early in the d.'iy but fell on heavy 
London selling.

They are at present al- 
lowed to be open for a iioriod during the 
middle of Sunday and on Sunday even- 
ings. 

Samuel Smilli, Liberal, formerly presi- 
dent of the Liljerpool chamber of com- 
merce, moved in the House of Commona 
the dipeatabliehinout and disendowmeut 
of the Church of England. He contend- 
ed that established churches were inimi- 
cal to popular rights. 

Mr. Balfour, first lord of the treasury 
and government leader, desciibed tlie 
motion as a shame and wasting the time 
of tho house. It was rejected by a vote 
of 20-t to 80. Smith is the author of

The chancellor of the excheciuer, Sir

Mr. A. J. Balfour, first lord of the 
treasury, replying in the House fif 
Commons to Mr. Patrick O'Brien 
Parnellite member for Kilkenny city, 
said it was contrary to practice to give 
compensation in cases such aa that of 
ICdward .1. Ivnry, of Xew York, who was 
recently found not guilty of the charge 
of conspiring to cause a dynamite ex- 
plosion.

Probable Appohttment of a Joint Canadian 
and U. S, Commission. 

Buffalo, Feb. 11. — A special to tho 
Commercial from Washington to-day 
says : " It ia believed that a joint com 
mission, consisting of two Canadians 
and two congressmen to be appointed by 
President McKinley will be formed to 
iuveetigate and report on the aubject of 
a commercial treaty between Canada 
and the United States. This, it 
said, will be the result of 
the presence in Washington for the 
jiast ten days of Sir Richard Cartwright 
and lion. L. H. Davies. During their 
stay in Washinnton the two gentlemen 
have had numerous (ionferences with 
many jiublic men jiroininently identified 
with the Itepuljlican and Democratic 
parties, principally, however, with Re- 
publicans, as they are led to believe 
that I'resident JIcKinlcy will accept 
the invitation which the Can 
adian government will extend 
for such a commission.

She passed Donnet Head, Scotland, on 
December 2C, and has not been hoard 
from since. Her cargo conaiated of 2,000 
tons of beet sugar. 



Sl'RlNGHILL COLLIERIES. 

The Entire Force of Men Idle- Not Much at 
Issue Between Company and 
Strikers. 

Halifax, Feb. 11. — The members of 
the Mechanics' lodge, P.W.A., knocked 
off work in the coal mines at Springhill 
to-day, and the entire force of the col- 
liery is now idle. The Mechanics' 
lodge yesterday notified the manage- 
ment that if the grievances of Pioneer 
lodge were not settled by 6 p.m. to-day 
the members of the former would also 
go out. As the tronble was not settled 
this threat was carried out. The strike 
committee of Pioneer lodge to-day pre- 
sented to General Manager Cowan a 
proposition for settlement covering all 
the questions in diBput(;, which they 
asked him to sign. It shows that there 
ia not much dill'eronce between what the 
men desire and what the management 
are willing to give. 



ANOTHER OUTRAGE ON MISSION- 
ARIES. 

An American Mission Near Foochow At- 
tacked But Not Darangert. 

According to Japanese exchanges re- 
ceived by the ateamahip limpresa of 
China, an attack was made by armed men 
on the Girls' school of the American 
Methodist mission at Ngu Cheng in the 
Hok-chiang district, about fifty miles 
southeast of Foochow, on the third of 
last month. It was tlie last of a seriejs of 
annoyances to which this school has been 
subjected ever einco it was erect- 
ed, two years ago. Tho two lead- 
ing familiea or c'ans in the vil- 
lage are tbe Shih and tho Ho, and 
they have been enemies for generatioije, 
Tho Ho people lived in the village proper 
and the Shihw lived a short diatance to 
tho north. Between them waa an open 
space which waa their fighting ground, 
and once a year at least they met for 
battle. .It was on tins spot, two years 
agOj that the American Methodist girls' 



echool was built, and tlie two clans, and 
especially that of Sbib, have threatened 
to destroy it. Some late attacks, how- 
ever, were insignificant, and no one was 
injured. 

NEWS OF THE DOMINION.

Conservative OemonstraUon at Qnebec. 
QiJEDEc, Feb, 11.— The Chateau 

Frontenac was crowded last evenin; 
with three hundred of Quebec's leading 
citizens, assembled to do honor to 
Premier Plynn. A large number of 
former Liberals were present, including 
ex-Mayor Trf:moat, M.P., and T. C 
Aylwin, nephew of tho late chief 
justice, who have turned over to the 
Conservative party. Mr. Flynn made
